SEQUEL 


tf READING MR. STOCKBRIDGE’S 
story of ‘The Psychic Dog,”’ which 
appeared in your June '57 issue, I think 
I can furnish a clue to the origin of the 
dog, because I believe he may have been 
and probably was my dog. 

My story can also provide an explana- 
tion why this Newfoundland dog was 
found swimming about three hundred 
miles from the nearest land when sighted 
and picked up by a Gloucester Schooner 
homeward bound from the Banks on an 
early spring day ‘near the turn of the 
century.

About the time he was fully grown, I 
ventured upon some young ice in a cove 
near our home, broke through into salt 
water over my depth, and was taken safe- 
ly ashore by Prince who immediately 
jumped in beside me and took hold of my 
sweater at the shoulder. (I still remember 
it was a very nice gray one that I liked 
very much.) 

That winter, boys on their way to and 
from the one room country school at In- 
dian Point, which is a small community 
on the shore of Mahone Bay and where 
our home was, would sometimes throw 
snow balls at the dog on the other side of 
the picket fence in front of our home. 
Prince probably thought it was a kind of 
game and that he was expected to re- 
trieve them as when I threw sticks into 
the water for him to get. 

Naturally he would bark sometimes, 
and when he did it was like a lion talk- 
ing. This alarmed the little girls who 
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were also attending the school, and soon 
their mothers were expressing concern 

To ease the situation, my father per 
mitted an uncle to take the dog with him 
on a schooner that was about to sail to 
the West Indies with a cargo of dried 
fish and bring back salt from Turks 
Island. 

Some weeks later we received a letter 
from my uncle informing us that the dog 
was lost overboard during a storm. He 
also told us that they all wanted to turn 
back and get the dog as they could see 
him following in the wake of the ship as 
far back as they could see, but the captain 
thought they might endanger the vessel 
and crew to do so as the schooner was 
old and heavily loaded. 

I doubt if I could find out any more 
just where and when this occurred, be- 
cause as far as I know, the folks who 
might know are all gone by now. (So is 
the new puppy I was given soon after- 
ward.) 

As the courses these two schooners 
would be taking would cross, it seems 
_ probable that this could be the same 

og. He would have been still young and 
a sharp swimmer. 

Maybe the old-timers around Glouces- 
ter will agree with me that it could have 
been the same dog. 

At any rate I shall always be glad for 
having run into Mr. Stockbridge's story, 
for I can feel now that my dog was not 
lost at sea after all, but found new 
friends and had a good home somewhere 
in that fine old Gloucester area.

OCATED IN THE INDUSTRIAL section of 
Fairfield is a combination shop-studio 
which is an almost exact counterpart of 
the small shops which Colonial craftsmen 
operated in this part of Connecticut. 
When a visitor first enters the shop of 
Andrew Tucker & Sons Studio he is greet- 
ed by what appears to be a complete con- 
fusion of sounds, smells and the sight of 
hand-made metal products hanging from 
every conceivable point and piled helter- 
skelter on the floor. It is only after spend- 
ing a short time that the visitor realizes 
there is method here and that ali the 
things hanging from the walls and ceiling 
are in various states of completion. 

If he watches the man at one of the 
benches hammering away at small pieces 
of copper with a mallet and tool, he 
realizes after a few minutes that these 
pieces of copper are becoming leaves for 
the branches of the candelabra hanging 
over there which will eventually become 
an exact reproduction of an original in 
the museum at Old Sturbridge Village in 
Massachusetts. Or, if he is attracted by 
the sound of a hammer ringing on iron he 
blacksmith skillfully 
forming a glowing rod of iron into a

From time to time the 
blacksmith holds the scroll up in the air 
to gauge the curve and the visitor sees 
that it is being made to support the an- 
cient appearing pierced Paul Revere lan- 
tern hanging from a rafter and which was

Perhaps after a few minutes of watch 
ing the blacksmith, the visitor's attention 
would be drawn to a corner of the shop 
where he would see another worker busi- 
ly pounding sand into what appears to 
be an oblong wooden box. While he 
watches, he would see the two halves of 
the box very carefully separated and the 
pattern remov ed from between them. This 
man is a molder and he is making a sand 
mold from one of the original Tucker 
patterns. This pattern the visitor can see 
is, of all things, a large grasshopper. His 
curiosity is satisfied when the molder com- 
pletes the rest of the molds. It is a grass- 
hopper weathervane and it was inspired 
by the one Bostonians see every day on 
top of Faneuil Hall. 

If the visitor continued his tour and 
went to the opposite corner he could 
watch another copper knocker at a 
bench soldering pieces of angled and 


scrollwork all come from this tiny shop. 
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formed copper or brass together. As he 
watches, the shape of an early American 
lighting fixture takes form under the 
hands of the craftsman. This one might 
be a lead-coated-copper reproduction of 
a whale oil chandelier to be used in a 
contemporary kitchen, or perhaps it will 
be a Colonial post light inspired by one 
of the original Fairfield lights, or it could 
be any one of the scores of hand-made 
lighting fixtures which have been the spe- 
cialty of the Tucker family. It is a fascin- 
ating process for the visitor to watch the 
shape of the lamp develop, but there are 
other things to see. 

The visitor could continue watching 
the work in the shop progress; the old 
brass andirons being polished and buffed, 
the copper being stained and lacquered, 
the antique pewter finish being rubbed 
into weathervanes and lamps, but he 
chooses instead to pass into the studio 
where Tucker's custom designs originate. 

Here, Mr. Irwin Tucker, the present 
head of the company, a graduate of the 
National Academy of Design and the 
Yale School of Fine Arts, designs and 
models the products to be made by the 
copper knockers in the shop. The studio 


resembles the shop with a confusion of 
shapes and forms and of 
works. For instance, the clay plaque lear 
ing against the files is the seal of the 
Town of Trumbull which was carved in

| Bypens THERE THEY COME!” cried an 
exultant watcher, pointing to three 
specks against a pure white cloud. A 
group of twelve earth bound beings rose 
and stared eagerly. Sure enough, three 
tiny birds came winging toward the island 
shore. Theirs was not the easy sweeping 
motion of the sea bird; their flight was 
labored, like that of butterflies in a storm 
wind. However, as the warm air-currents 
from the land reached out to greet them, 
the birds relaxed; they spread their wings 
to meet the up-drafts; and three excited 
homing pigeons swept in. Their daily 
stint was done. Once—twice—three times, 
they circled the familiar flagpole on the 
lawn; then, with precision, popped 
through through the swinging window 
gate under the hotel gable, and disap- 
peared from view. 

This gable was one of those on the 
Oceanic Hotel on Star Island at the Isle 
of Shoals, ten miles off the coast of New 
Hampshire. The old building had been 
erected in 1876, the very year that Alex- 
ander Graham Bell produced his tele- 
phone. But this little pigeon-drama is no 
relic of the distant past; it is an innova- 
tion of the later 1950's. For, while Bell's 
invention has not yet reached the Oceanic, 
in its place since 1955 there have been 
the birds. 

In the Before Carrier Pigeons era, 
1847-1954, the Oceanic Hotel would 
never know how many might sit down 
for lunch; the 200 registered guests, of 
course, but how many from the boat? 

And then the boat would arrive. 
Sixty-two ravenous transients disembark. 
They are a club, bent on an outing in 
spite of the rainy weather. ‘Just here for 
lunch” announces their spokesman, gaily 
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The hostess seats them, quickly confers 
with a couple of waitresses, and flies to 
the kitchen. 

“Who would have dreamed it—on a 
day like this!’ she moans to the kitchen 
staff. The chef replies with a grin, “You 
don’t have to be crazy to work here, but 
it helps.” And then, in customary high 
spirits, he and the whole kitchen crew 
pitch in to meet the eme rgency. Someone 
says. 

“Isn't there some way?—I mean, it's 
great not having telephones out here and 
all that, but—’’ 

“What we need is carrier pigeons,” 
sighs the hostess. But her remark was 
neither meant nor taken seriously, and 
the conversation usually shifted to other 
subjects. 

Then came 1954, late in August. A 
delegate to the Layman’s Conference 
stepped off the boat, carrying a small case 
by the handle. The delegate moved with 
the other guests up the board walk to the 
hotel steps. There he stopped; he opened 
his little case; and—yes, you've guessed 
it. Out came a bird. Up it flew, drawing 
an S-curve against the sky, then headed 
off toward the distant mainland. 

After lunch, the hotel hostess cornered 
him in the dining room and popped the 
question. 

“Of course you could use pigeons,” he 
replied. ‘It might be a little hard to train 
young birds to fly over so much water, 
without older birds to guide them. But 
it’s not impossible. Well worth a try, I'd 
say. 

“We'd send them in each day on the 
morning boat, and

many wanted luncheon at the hotel. At 
sailing time, he could release the pigeons 
with the information. He'd put his mes- 
sages in little capsules attached to the 
birds’ legs.” 

So “Operation Star Island” was born 
named for the island with the hotel and 
the pigeon loft. Mr. Philip Wilcox, of 
‘he agricultural staff at the University of 
New Hampshire, made good his promises 
and persuaded his friend, Dr. Clifford 
Rounsefell of Kensington, to breed the 
necessary carriers. 

It is now mid-June of 1955, the week 
before the hotel is to open. Upstairs, the 
window of a choice little guest room is 
barred with a special gate. Behind this 
mate, huddled together on the floor, are 
five squeakers, three weeks old, and one 
slightly older bird. Beside them is the 
ypen, straw-filled box in which they came; 
it the moment, this box is “home.” The 
world outside is strange, and they shiver 
with fright 

A week after their arrival, the hostess 
entered the pigeon-loft, raised the win- 
dow-bars, and opened the window itself 
Squarely in her face, the sun was setting 
Below her was a graveyard dating from 
the island’s pirate days: the slabs of slate, 
at crazy angles. cast long shadows across 
the grass. Darkness gathered too in the 
pockets of the rocks beyond, and soon 
would settle on the ten-mile path of ocean 
that was sparkling still 

The hostess retreated from the loft and 
spied through a crack in the door. She 
watched the oldest bird fly out and away 

never to return. She saw the squeakers. 
ane by one, waddle toward the window 
flutter onto the sill. and peck nervously at 
the grain while glancing sidelorg at the 
onrushing night. They finished quickly 
and flapped their way to their perches 
against the wall—at home once more. 

After seven days of such limited ex- 
nerimentation, they began their serious 
flight-training with a longer flieht each 
day: from the far end of Star Island (a 
quarter-mile), from the southwest point 
of Appledore Island (one mile), and 
from ever greater distances on the route 
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to Portsmouth. Eventually the birds were 
carried to the Portsmouth wharf, twelve 
miles away, where they were to take off 
regularly with the hotel messages. Up to 
this point, flight-training progressed with 
out a hitch. 

Was it the radar from the Navy Yard 
that now confused them? Or were they 
deflected by the appeal of trees, quite 
unkonwn on their rocky island? For 
when released from their traveling-case, 
the pigeons circled once, then headed in 
land and out of sight. 

The dining room hostess took the in 
evitable ribbing with a smile, but was 
more than a little disappointed. Like the 
rest of the staff, she assumed that the 
birds were lost, and that the messenger 
project was done for. But three days later, 
just at sunset, her pigeons once again 
pushed through the window gate, back 
into their hotel guest room. 

After an interval of a day, the project 
was launched again. It seemed only pru 
dent to decrease the temptations of the 
mainland; although the guests 
counted as the boat sailed, the pigeons 
and their messages were not released this 
time until the little ship had cleared the 
three miles of river and hit the open sea 
From this point and from that date, the 
birds flew daily—alone, in pairs, or as a 
flock—with almost complete success. They 
even poked their way through rain and 
fog. One pigeon was lost en rowte—per 
haps the victim of a hawk; another, jus: 
outside the loft, fell prey to an island 
cat. But at the season’s close, three wise 
old birds remained—experienced in the 
ways of the sea, and ready to train the 
rookies of the following spring 

On rare days of severe weather, when 
the operation is suspended, the hotel staff 
must resort once more to guess-work, and 
the hour of tension returns. On occasion 
too, in fair weather, when the pigeons are 
back and the message is already delivered 
the chef, “for old time’s sake,”” delays the 
preparation of the “‘extras,’’ and so creates 
the traditional last-minute rush. With a 
chuckle, he explains 

“We mustn't get soft out here; who 
knows ?—someday we may have to eat 
those birds!”

Their first visit is usually inspired by 


incredulity. Surely the tiny, peak-roofed 
house weathered silver-grey must be 
something out of Alice in Wonderland 


or The Wizard of Oz! A second glance 
reveals a sign hung between two poles of 
white birch—The Christmas Shop. Curi 
osity roused, motorists pull up park 
at the edge of Route 6A, then walk 
toward the small shop wide-eyed, rather 
expecting it to disappear like a mirage 


Inside they are greeted not by the 
White Rabbit or the Tin-and-Wood-Man 
but by Yvonne Rousseau and Marise 


Fawsett, friendly owners of the pint-sized 
store. Sunlight dances through tiny win- 
dow panes on an enchanting wat 24 of 
diminutive merchandise hand-carved 
birds, quaint little music boxes, Christmas 
angels and Italian creches, painted tiles, 
key charms and miniature landscapes 
delicately fashioned of seeds and grasses. 
Mixed with these attractive gifts are rows 
of unusual and amusing cards for all oc- 
casions, including the famous mouse cards 
designed by Marise which constantly 
bring customers back for more. 

Marise’s mice and their capers are not 
only popular stock, they have become 
mascots of a prosperous business which 
has earned the owners a station wagon, 
a pretty home, a power press and a heated 
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studio for winter work. Plus the peren- 
nial joys of living on Cape Cod. 

The original idea of having a country 
gift shop that would be in cozy contrast 
to the formal chromium-and-plate-glass 
elegance of big city stores, came to 
Yvonne and Marise when they were do 
ing war work in a Connecticut factory 
The end of the war found them scouting 
a good location on the Cape. When a 
friendly farmer told them they could have 
an old cranberry shed for free if they 
would move it off his land, the girls 
thought they had struck a short cut to 
success.

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Visitors can hardly believe their eyes

A reader in Maine wrote recently that 
she was enjoying the summer's clams and 
had more than she could use. Did I, she 
asked, know of a good way to put them 
up? Here is the simple recipe I gave her 


Clams 

Scrub, steam and open fresh clams. 

Save juice. Drop clams into weak 

salt water. Wash thoroughly, then 

drop into 1 gallon boiling water con- 
taining 1/, teaspoon citric acid. Boil 

2 minutes. Drain. Pack clams into 

hot pint jars. Pour juice over clams. 

Add boiling water, if needed, to 

cover. Process 70 minutes at 10 

pounds pressure. 

The above recipe is from the ‘Blue 
Book” published by Ball Brothers Com 
pany, Muncie, Indiana. I know of no bet- 
ter guide to home canning. The booklet 
(available through Ball Brothers for 
25c) covers home freezing as well as 
home canning 

If the idea of freezing appeals to you 
you might try 


Crabs and Lobsters 
Prepare crabs and lobsters as for

Do not add salt or liquid. Screw caps 

tight. 

In Edward Harris Heth’s excellent 
book, “The Wonderful World of Cook- 
ing,’ he devotes an entire chapter to the 
mysterious excitement surrounding sum- 
mer canning.

THE KITCHEN IN THE 
ALL-STEEL HOUSE 

For canning or any other kitchen activity 
nothing could be better than the new and 
really beautiful Youngstown Kitchen shown 
in the picture at the beginning of this 
article.

His name is Eric Barker and he lives

mice." He owns a 1929 Model A Ford, 
one suit and hundreds of books. He has 
no telephone, radio or TV. He has a 
clock but it doesn’t run. “How do you 
know when I ask. ‘“When the 
sun touches my eyes,” he replies. He pays 
no rent or utilities. He earns enough for 
his needs doing odd jobs and gardening 
He works when he feels like it. The rest 
of the time he or walks 
over the wild, unspoiled country he has 
made his own, or looks at the sea boiling 
against the rocks hundreds of feet below 
his cliff. Or dreams 

It takes a lot of dreaming to be a good 
poet, and Eric is one of the best. (Sc 
Poetry Page.) In the last two years he 
has won over $2,000 in prizes. His recent 
book, Directions In The Sun, was award 
ed the Borestone Mountain $1250 prize 
for the best book of poems for 1956. It 
is still in the bank. “What are you going 
to do with all that money, Eric?’’ I asked 
curiously. He grinned. “I'm going to 
blow every penny of it on a trip home to 
England!” 

Sussex is Eric’s birthplace but he left 
it a long time ago. Its accents linger in his 
soft speech, however, and it was the sea, 
bred-in-the-bone, that led him five years 
ago to desert San Francisco and a 
job for the primitive simplicities of Big 
Sur. He looks like a character out of 
Dickens: a fringe of gray curls around a 
bald head; large expressive brown eyes, 
prominent nose.
